ECOLOGICAL EXPERTS MEETING ENDS--New Delhi, 20 Feb--Ecological experts have regretted 
that non-availability of data has hampered them in planning pollution-free sanitation 
and water supply in developing countries. An international working group, which had 
week-long deliberations, concluded that literature on pollution was scanty and that 
very little data wae available for planning guidelines to solve their problem. The 
deliberations, sponsored by the United Nations Development Programmes (UNDP), felt 
that pollution-free systems have become important for the developing countries in 
view of plans to tap welle, bore holes, hand pumps and other ground water sources 

for water supply and to install, on-site disposal systems for low-cost toilets to 

be built on masse scale. The group also recommended extensive field investigation

RICH COUNTRIES SECRETLY PLOT TO ALLOW PRIVATE SBA MINING

[Excerpts] Rich countries are passing secretly co-ordinated legislation to allow 
—2 companies to stake out areas of the seabed before they come unde: interna- 
tional control. 


Their actions are endangering the vital negotiations on the Law of the Sea, which 
had been on the verge of agreement after eight years of detailed bargaining. They 
are already being described as a land-grab comparable to the carving-up of Africa 
in the last century. 


The United States and Germany have already passed laws to licence exploration for 
deep-sea winerals. These countries and Britain plan to start issuing licences 
later shis year. 


France, Belgium and Italy are also preparing legislation. And Western countries 
are holding 4 series of confidential meetings to coordinate and harmonise their 
laws. 


What is at stake, is perhaps the most curious and gost important mineral resources 
on earth--potato-shaped minere! “nodules” containing manganese, nickel, cobalt, 
copper, molybdenum, aluminium and iron that cobble the deep ocean floor. 


Several of these minerals are ecarce on land and the nodules are forming 411 the 
time from seawater. The richest area appears to be an area of the North Pacific 
between Hawaii and California. 


The United Nations unaniaously agreed 11 years ago that the resources of the sea- 
bed were the “common heritage of mankind.” 


U.S. companies have decided to try to get the U.S. representative of the talks 
either replaced by 4 more conservative figure, or made to operate under extremely 
conservative inetructions. 


Some officials in the Reagan Administration are trying to get the U.S. to press 
for changes even if it means killing the treaty. If the treaty is aborted, they 
believe, the U.S. can go ahead and mine the sea without encumbrance. 








But the national legislation may pose the greatest threat, It does not provide 
for sites to be set aside for international mining, and the levy suggested for 
international sharing ie less than that proposed in the Law of the Sea draft 
treaty. 


Some observers fear that the rush of legislation, the coordination, and the issuing 
of licences later this year could ruin any chances of agreement.

NEW PLATFORM, PIPELAYING METHODS TO BE USED ON NW SHELF

[Excerpts] Two major contracts announced yesterday by Woodside Petroleum Devel op- 
ment Pty Ltd will bring to the North-West Shelf a number of high-technology 
vessels, far advanced on those previously seen in Australian waters. 


The contracts, believed to have 4 combined value of more than $100 million, have 
been awarded to two companies. 


Heerema Marine Contractors SA, a member of the Netherlands-based off-shore engi- 
neering group, will bring the North Rankin A jacket from Japac, pin it to the 
seabed and secure the topside modules. 


ETPM-Clough, a joint WA-French venture, will lay 135m of pipeline from the plat- 
form to Dampier, using a special pipe-laying vessel known as the ETPM 1601. 


The Heerema contract is likely to involve two of the company's big tugs, each with 
an installed horsepower of 11,200kw and a pull of 120 tonnes. 


They will take about 30 daye to tow the platform jacket, which weighs about 23,000 
tonnes, from Japan to Dampier. 


Timing 


The tow bas been timed for the second quarter of 1982 to minimise the risk of 
meeiing northern hemisphere typhoons and southern hemisphere cyclones. 


After the jacket has been inspected it will be taken out to the production site 
where it will slip off Heerema's barge into the 130m water depth. 





At this stage the Thor is used to upend the position of the jacket on the seabed. 


Once the jacket has been postioned it must be pinned to the seabed, and Heerema will 
use another technology advance at this point--a hydraulic pile-driver. [as pub-

SEABED MINING RULES DRAFTED 
Manila BULLETIN TODAY in Englieh 15 Feb 61 p 13 


[Text] Rules drafted by the Ministry of Natural Resources (MMR) to govern the 
exploitation of mineral resources within the country's 200-mile exclusive economic 
zone (BEEZ) require mining firms, agencies or institutions engaged in underwater 
mining to land extracted mineral ores at 4 Philippine rort or such other places 
of diecharge approved and designated by the proper government of fice. 


IR sources said that the necessity of requiring the firme and institutions to 
land extracted mineral ores at 4 port arises from the need to verify the data sub- 
mitted by the same companies or institutions. 


Verification of the data and other informations would prevent occurrence of 
irregularities in the exploitation of underwater mineral resources, the same sources 
eaid. It was suspected that some firms misdeciare the volume of extracted minerals 
in an attempt to avoid paying taxes and fees due the government. 


The rules also require mining companies sining @ineral resources within the EP? to 
report to the proper government offices informations on their recovery of mining 
activities. The informations should include data or the sites and depthe of 
recovery and aleo the nature and quantity of deposits extracted or mined. 


The rules include provisions on the restoration of ecological balance in the sea 
floors. Companies undertaking underwater gining are obligated to submit 4 progres 
for conservation and restoration of ecological balance. 


The rules reserve the right of the government to cancel permite for research, 
exploration and exploitation if these activities are found detrimental to the 
security of the country. Technical personnel of the bureau of mines and members 
of the Philippine coast guard are empowered to board vessels undertaking underwater 
mining within the FEZ.

A oumber of complicated rules set down the privileged place of the inter. ational 
enterprise over national undertakings, whether through reservation of mineral 
deposits, preferential concessions, technology transfers, etc. It is, therefore, 
very easy to understand that it hae cost great efforte to wrest 4 gradual and 
alwaye reluctant approval of thie eyecem from the industrialized countries--both 
capitaliet and soctalist=-and most particularly from those countries whose tech- 
nology — them to undertake on their own an exclusive exploitation of undersea 
minerals. 


Although the position of the United States, negative and unwilling to recognize 
the new international economic order, ie already well-known from other conferences, 
it ie hard to believe that the Washington administration will carelessly throw 
overboard the concentrated efforte which have been needed to arrive at the final 
draft which contains clauses-<-such as the one referring to “international straite”-- 
of great strategic interest to the United States.

CRIPPLED CHEMICAL SHIP SUNK ON GOVERNMENT ORDERS 
Pollution Threat 
Hamilton THE ROYAL GAZETTE in English 17 Feb 61 p 1 


[Bxcerpt) The crippled freighter Eastern Mariner and ite poisonous cargo of 
chemicals sank eight miles southeast of Bermuda last night after Government 
ordered it out of the Island's territorial waters. 


The seven-man crew and Government officials were taken off by the tug Faithful 
shortly before the ship went down at 7.20 p.m. 


The Hon. Sir John Sharpe, Minister of Marine and Air Services, said in a state- 
ment yesterday he had told the ship's skipper on Sunday night to get the 400-foot 
freighter away from the island because of the potentially “devastating” effect 
of a large-scale leak of the ammonium phosphate fertiliser on marine life. 


But now Government could be involved in a who-pays-for-what wrangle with the 
freighter's owners and insurers. For the ship sank after the captain had de- 
clared it unfit to go to sea. 


The fertiliser--10,000 tons in plastic bags--was being sent to Bangladesh as a 
gift from the U.S. An unknown amount spilled into the ocean after the ship 
anchored at Murray's Anchorage, off the East End, at the weekend. 


The ship stopped at Bermuda after losing a 12 foot by 9 foot steel plate from 
ite hull in gale force winds, and some of the bags of fertiliser were burst open 


during attempts to pump out water. 


Government experts then determined that a massive volume of deep water would be 
needed to dilute the 10,000 tons to a non-poisonous level. 


So to avoid the risk--and any danger of oil pollution from the ship--the skipper 


was told the freighter had to be towed out to far greater depths than the shallow 
water around the Island.

[Text] A United Kingdom Order covering the polluting of water by chemicals from 


ships is likely to be extended to Bermuda as a result of the sinking of the freight- 


er Eastern Mariner I. 


The Hon. Sir John Sharpe, Minister of Marine and Air Services, said yesterday 
that the Bermuda Government has made inquiries in the U.K. concerning the Order 
following the weekend incident involving the Eastern Mariner I, which was carry~ 
ing 10,000 tonnes of toxic chemicals. 


"It came fairly dramatically to our attention,” Sir John said referring to the 
deficiency of existing Bermuda legislation. 


If extended, the Merchant Shipping (Prevention of Pollution) (Intervention) Order 
1980 will give Government more authority in shipping incidents where the national 
interest is at stake, 


The Order lists over 100 toxic chemicals which are subject to Government inter- 
vention when a pollution threat is posed to the U.K. and her territorial waters. 


In combination with the Prevention of 011 Pollution Act 1971, the Order gives the 
Government power to take action to prevent or reduce the risk of pollution by oi) 
and by substances other than ofl. 


The Eastern Mariner I sank just southeast of Bermuda this week, carrying with 

it 10,000 tonnes of ammonium phosphate--which is one of the substances listed in 
the Order--and 700 tonnes of fuel oil. 

Government had ordered it out of territorial waters under authority of the Oil 
Pollution Act (1980). However, legal responsibility for the ship and its cargo 
has yet to be determined. 

Sir John said yesterday that all sides involved were examining their positions. 


He added, that if the Order is extended locally, it would “give us more authority 
to take action.” 
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$4,000 FINE IMPOSED ON CABLE SHIP FOR HARBOR OIL SPILL

[Text] Owners of the cable ship Alert were fined $4,000 yesterday for spilling 
o1l in St. George's Harbour. 


The ship's captain, Roy Longworth, had admitted the charge last week before the 
ship left the Island. Acting Magistrate the Wor. Walter Maddocks said there had 
been two instances of deliberate disorbedience of ship's standing orders when the 
pollution offence happened. 


The earlier hearing was told that bilge water should have been pumped through 
an oily water separator. A crew member should also have been watching when the 
pump was in operation. 


Police constable Philip Every, who was called to the scene, said there was black 
oil in the Somers Wharf area, which had stained the dock, a yacht and a numbe: of 
dinghies. More oil was found near the ship's mooring at Ordnance Island. 


Mr Maddocks said he did not accept it had been an accident. The duty engineer 
did not show sufficient regard for the ecology of the Bermuda islands. 


A substantial penalty must be imposed, he said, to show the high degree of 
vigilance and care required in these waters.

{Text} Although Foreign Minister Saraiva Guerreiro continues to maintain a low key 

in expressing his wishes thet the work of 14 years be preserved, Itamaraty can no 

longer conceal ite fears tht the UN Conference on the Law of the Sea could fail because 
of the United States. , 


The joint declaration signed by Presidents Joao Figueiredo and Turbay Ayala in Bogota 
included, in response to Braril's suggestion, 4 warning on the need that all countries 
continue to actively contribute to promoting a future international convention and that 
ho regressions should occur with regard to the achievements made thus far. 


The foreign minister noted that no substantial changes will result from President Ronald 
Reagan's surprising decision to replace 411 members of the U.S. team of negotiators at 

the Conference on the Law of the Sea with a group of men who are openly linked to the 
interests of mining enterprises. Yet his ostensibly naive, hopeful remarks entai) serious 


charges on the meaning of the above change. 





For instance, commenting on the fact that 411 countries have great interest in negotiating 
the treaty, the minister deliberately declined to specify the nature of this interest. 

In the case of the United States, military interest--the use of the sea for tactical, 
strategic operations involving the utilization of nuclear submarines, intercontinental 
missiles, electronic surveillance equipment--is in direct conflict with the purely 
economic, commercialinterests of mining enterprises which do not favor any agreement so 
they may freely exploit the seabed resources. 


As itamaraty's leading authority on this matter (along with no more than six other dipio- 
mate, including Ambassadors Carlos Calero Rodriguez, Celso Souza e Silva and Judge Sergio 
Thompson Flores), the Brazilian foreign minister is well aware that without U.S. parti- 
cipation--just as would happen without Soviet participation--an international Convention 
on the Law of the Sea would be useless. 


Although he talks about continuity of the UN conference even in the case of an eventual 
U.S. withdrawal, Saraiva Guerreiro actually knows the latter will not happen. The worst 
that could happen under the new U.S. team of lawyers led by James Mallone, an intransigent 
negotiator, assisted by Ros Katimer, a former lobbyist of mining enterprises, is that 

the Reagan administration could freeze U.S. participation in the conference by raising 
additional obstecies to the optimistic goals held by other delegations--including Brazil-- 
of reaching 4 consensus on the most complex issves within 7 or 8 months. 
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Waving virtuelly reached complete agreement on what is known as the classical part of 
the Law of the Sea=-which includes sovereignty limits, navigation, preservation of the 
environment, protection of natural resources, the innocent passage of military ships 
and the utilisation of the sea for military purposes=-the next most important issue is 
the one dealing with the seabed, The way the agreement ie now drafted, half of the seabed 
resources will be administered by an agency charged vith supervising and controlling 
exploitation. The seabed contains such a large amount of polymetallic nodules rich in 
nickel, manganese, copper and cobalt that their unrestrained exploitation might cause 
major disruption of the international trade balance in these metals, which are today 
the cornerstone of the economy of developing countries such as Peru, Chile, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe; or are still monopolized by rich nations such as France, Canada, and the 
United States and the Soviet Union themselves, ae in the specific case of nickel, 


For almost an entire decade, before he was appointed secretary general or even foreign 
minister, Ambassador Saraiva Guerreiro was used to identifying the U.S. negotiating 

team at the sea conference with the quiet figure of Elliot Richardson, a liberal American 
who was able to act freely within the Democratic administration of President Jimmy 

Carter. Richardson withdrew from the U.8. delegation even before Ronald Reagan's election, 
but he continued to be an adviser to the team. His second in command was George Aldrige. 
another liberal, white, Protestant and Anglo Saxon figure--a true WASP, something that is 
must appreciated by the conservatives in the Republican Party. Despite this and 

despite the identification of these men with the new U.S. Vice President George Bush, 
President Ronald Reagan did not hesitate to appoint as new members to the U.S. negotiating 
team experienced lavyers notoriously linked to mining enterprises (led by Kennecott and 
groups linked to German and Japanese ce>itals) which are interested in having full freedom 
to exploit the seabed without complying with the limitations included in the draft agree- 
ment which has already been partially accepted by the UN Conference. 


These limitations foresee among other things the possibility that some technically 
developed countries may exercise a monopoly in the exploitation of resources. They 
therefore establish that 4 substantial amount of resources should be reserved for future 
exploitation by other countries that will achieve the same level of technological 


development. 


Moreover, the draft agreement also assures 4 balance of the international metal market 
through 4 rational control on the exploration of underwater resources. 


Even after President Reagan was elected, many experts on maritime affairs within and 
outeide Itamaraty's influence hoped that the United States would base its position on 

ite military interests, that is, in favor of holding an international Conference on the 
Law of the Sea that would yield an agreement encompassing other issues of greater 
strategic importance for the superpowers, such as the navigation of straite (Cibraltar, 
Hor@uz, Magellan, among others), the right of submrine navigation by military units 
without the need to surface or fly their flag and the inclusion of measures to assure 
the freedom to install submarine electronic listening devices that are essential for 
the Pentagon defense program. 


Because of this, there was 4 general belief at the New York-Geneva Law of the Sea 
conference that the points of view of the Pentagon and those of the State Department 
would compliment those of the U.S. Department of Mines and Energy and the Department 
of Commerce. But Reagan has imposed economic arguments over strategic issues in 
choosing his new negotiating team. 


To compensate for a possible freeze on U.S. participation, there is a hope that the USSR 
will become much more flexible in its demands for signing a final agreement. If this 

is the case, 411 those obstacles that have been posed by the EEC and the PLO, or the 
inclusion of some reservations in the agreement, may be overcome more easily.

{Text} The blocking of the new Law of the Sea Conference by Washington casts 4 light 
on the power situation in President Reagan's administration. The 10th round of the 
International Law of the Sea Conference was expected to conclude ite work of 8 years of 
negotiations on 4 maritime international law for two thirds of the surface of the earth, 
A complicated structure of compromises was supposed to replace the classic Law of the 
Sea which was set up four centuries ago. 


The core of the work containing 320 clauses, negotiated by 16) states, is an exchange 
deal between the United States and the Third World. America and the other Western 
industrial nations concede to the developing countries participation in highly developed 
@ining technology and simultaneously in 4 planned structure of possession of the naval 
treasures to be mined, the nodules ¢ mtaining unbelievable quantities of manganese, 
iron, nickel, cobalt and copper. in exchange, the big power will obtain worldwide 
thoroughfare and flight rights which are significant for the strategy of nuclear deter- 
rance. This was objected to be the lobby of the American mining companies who wanted 
to reserve for themselves the mining of the billion dollar metal resources at the bottoe 
of the sea, instead of sharing these treasures with the less privileged as “the heritage 
of aii mankind” (United Nations). 


With the directive of Secretary of State Haig to the U.S. delegation to delay the draft 
of the new Law of the Sea convention until it has been “examined” by the new government, 
the private capitalist forces, such big combines as Lockheed Aircraft, U.S. Steel and 
Kennecott Copper, have produced {iret ewidence of their newly acquired power even vis-a- 
vie the Pentagon. In doing this, they endanger the extremely complex negotiation package 
where the Soviet Union leo is involwed because of ite strategic interests. 
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
